The president will have difficulty in implementing his new 
policy.

D/LA estimates that, should funds be appropriated for the 
Rama Road, this will strengthen Somoza 3 s position as Nicaragua's 
strong man. If similar aid is not granted to other Central American 
countries (-which also lack good read connections with the Caribbean), 
such an appropriation for Nicaragua will be regarded ty these coun- 
tries as approval by the US of the Somoza "dictatorship".

Political 

TEeTArias administration has not yet attained stability since its 
recent assumption of power (November 1949) as a result of a coup arranged 
by Chief of Polioe ftemcn. To date President Arias has not gained suf- 
ficient strength to oust Remon and his associates who threaten to force 
him, in turn, out of power (d/LA Wkly, 51 Jan). In addition, the presi- 
dent has made some unfortunate political moves which have intensified 
the resistance to him by alienating former supporters and by supplying 
his political Opponents with new issues. A coup d’etat is therefore 
possible, and since Arias has armed his supporters, the ensuing struggle 
could be more bloody than the coup which brought him to power. However, 
his overthrow is not inevitable beoause — unlike his immediate prede- 
cessors — he is backed by a majority of the National Assembly and can 
therefore more easily implement his policies o He has made sound state- 
ments of political and economic policy which have made a good impression 
in many quarters. It is estimated that the president may in time be 
able to stabilise his administration, provided that a coup d’etat does 
not occur before thiB can be accomplished. 

Economic 

'iChe economic situation is unfavorable, but President Arias is tack- 
ling economic problems with determination. It is true that unemploy- 
ment continues high because of the layoffs of recent months in the 
Canal Zone. Substantially nothing has been done thus far in the current 
administration to provide alternative jobs through public works or 
other forms of economic development, because the president inherited 
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nn almost empty treasury, a large floating debt and a poor foreign 
credit rating c Nevertheless,, Arias is trying to cut government expenses 
^nd balance the budget, and reportedly will also work to improve the tax 
collection system, to arrange for the payment of the floating debt , and 
° r ' T/ract foreign loans and investments for economic development , It 
13 estimated, that there will be no great improvement in Panama's economic 
oicuation in the immediate future, but that if the political situation 
stabilises it may be possible for the president to lay a foundation for 
later economic progress,.

Political 

The administration has endeavored during recent nontlis to consolidate and 
entrench its political power. To this end a congressional committee on anti- 
Argentine activities (see D/LA JliLy 17 Jan 50) has closed approximately ono- 
fourth of Argentina's newspapers and ’ms othorwiso restricted the opposition— 
which remains disunited in face of the possible application of repressive 
legislation (D/LA fkly 25 Get 49). Tho connittoe lias attempted to justify at 
hone and abroad such action by claiming tho need to 'purify 41 the press and to 
protoct it fron foreign influence, moreover, Poron has publicly sought to 
arouse pro-Peron nationalism and to create optimism over his government's sta- 
bility. Those measures are probably designed to neutralize tho political ill 
effects of curront economic difficulties (particularly affecting labor), to 
roinvigorato heron ' s support in provincial elections and to anticipate the 
1952 presidential elections. Despite curbs on tho opposition and Poron 's bids 
for support, the administration lias not improved its position, iiost important 
has been a noticeable weakening in Poron ' s vital labor support, but there also 
have been slight reductions in Peronista voting strength in recent provincial 
elections; these developments, plus an increasing amount of public criticism 
(such as fiat rosulting from a murder of a Communist labor leader by pro- 
vincial police) 3mve boon vigorously exploited by tho Radical opposition. 


D/LA estimates that tlio government will be able to maintain its present 
degree of stability despite possible decrease in provincial electoral majori- 
ties and despite the critical economic situation. 


Soononto 

Argentina's economic situation h-as not improved. It is true that during 
tlio past nontlis an increase in Argentina’s vital export trade and government 
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emphasis on agriculture were developments in the direction of economic re- 
adjustment. financial and political considerations, houover, have linitod 
the effectiveness of efforts toward economic reform; and inflation, short- 
ages of foreign exchange and low productivity continue,, These difficulties 
i7ill probably be aggravated by the present drought. Indications point to a 
com crop (the loading pre-war export) insufficient for export, further re- 
duction of other crops and uncertainty concerning the level of livestock 
production. 

This prospective decline in foroign exchange earning capacity coincides 
with the need for large purchases abroad of agricultural, transport and in- 
dustrial equipment, with substantial arrears abroad and with an already weak 
foreign cxcliango position* hetrcnchnant therefore appears inevitable as an 
influx of foreign capital, the only nean3 of averting it, cannot be expected 
at this tine. 

Trade relations with the UK have boon strained j discussions T 7 ill begin 
shortly to determine a new neat price and to set trade goals for the second 
year of the UK -Argentine agreement. Spanish-Argentine trade lias reached an 
impasse because of Spain’s default on its eonnitn nts and Argentina's ad- 
verse econonic situation. Optimism for expansion of US -Argent ino trade as 
a result of the work of the Joint Argontine-Ub Sonnittoe for Commercial 
Studies lias been ©repressed in both official and privato circlos in Argentina, 
but the government lias neither published the text of the report nor dis- 
closed plans for its implementation, other than tho establishment of a perma- 
nent Ub-Argontine trade committee in 3ucnos Aires, meanwhile, Peron publicly 
disavows any intention of obtaining a foreign loan although discreet feelers 
have been put out for a possible loan from tho bS, S imilar feelers have 
been report od in the case of the UK. 

The Army appeared for tho no3t wart to be satisfied and loyal although 
influential officers are probably sensitive to Peron 1 s latest concessions 
to labor and tho roapsoaranco of Sonora Peron in labor circles. Aoneual of 
tho USAT mission agreement for a one-year period coincided with increased 
utilization of tho US .Army mission by the Argentine Army. The military's 
efficiency, morale (recently stimulated by a significant number of pro- 
motions), and quality of manpower remained exceptionally high by Latin 
American standards. 

Satesfe , 

The Peron government lias continued its vigorous anti-Comnunist cam- 
paign to restrict Communist labor activities and to appeal to nationalist 
sentiment. Communists, for example , are being purged from the government- 
dominated labor federation; four important 3 onauni s t -front organisations 
wero raided; the two leading Communist publications were closod down* The 
Communists will endeavor to exploit the administration's difficulties and 
its repressive measures but police action should prevent any protracted Jon- 
nunist-inspirod disturbances during coming nontlis. 
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formal relations irith the US continue good despite the irr econo iLibility 
of the government* s anti-donocratic measures and despite anti-US propaganda 
on tho domestic front. Unfavor* bio press reactions in iho hemisphere, partieu 
larly in tho US, ,o heron 1 3 nout recent repressive measures, and Argentine 
press attucls on the US continue to complicate- US-Argen^i: e relations* I.bre- 
over, indications point to a vitriolic anti-US propaganda campaign if tho 
economic situation deteriorates further and if US ooononic collaboration 
does not materialise to the definite advantage of Argentina. Chile -Argentine 
relatione uero improved by an exchange of letters of mutual friendship by 
the presidents of tho too countries, Argentina joined the UK and Chile in 
a renerjal of their agreement to refrain from naval displays in the Antarctic 
south of latitude 60 during the coning season* 
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
